Knowledge of conditions ih 
- Germany during the war was 

so accurate that the American 
general staff had computed many 
weeks in advance almost the exact date 
on which the breaking point would be 
reached. A chart in Secretary Baker's 
office shows the fluctuations in .the 
“morale of the German nation” from 
August, 1914, to the present month. 

The chart shows how German morale 
fell and rose under the influence of the 
military situation, the results of the 
|submerine campaign, the unanimity of 
purpose evidenced by the different 
groups in the reichstag, and the eco- 
nomic condition of the country. So ac- 
curate was the information that the 
“morale line” reached the zero point 
between Nov. 10 and 15. 2 

The chart indicates clearly that prac- 
tically every major operation of the

AS TO A LABOR PARTY. | 
The announcement of the formation of a labor 
party in Chicago is interesting and significant. The 
program put forth contains many proposals which 
Tue TRIBUNE, as well as most American liberals, 
believes should be and will be realized in due time. 
But that the objects set forth in the platform 
@ill be advanced by separate party organizations 
may very well be doubted, and we think will be 
, @oubted by many. level headed unionists. Labor's 
‘political strength and its influcnce over the formu- 
lation of policies in the great majority parties were 
mever greater or more manifest than they are to- 
Way. To take them out and consign them to a 
party which in spite of local preponderance here 
and there must be a minority party in the nation 
as a whole seems to us a strategic mistake which 
‘not only men tn the labor movement but its many 
sympathizers outside will regret. It is more likely 
" €0 postpone the arrival of the constructive reforms 
sought by All liberals than to hasten their suc- 
ess, for the simple and obvious reason that it with- 
or at least seriously weakens it. This is what hap- 
pened in the Republican party during 1912 to ‘16 so 
far as progressive Repub was concerned. 
A large proportion of the liberals seceded and left 
the bourbons in unchallengeable control, while the 
separate progressive party failed to win and, learn- 
ing the lesson, returned to the real fighting field 
within the old party. 
It would seem that the remarkable gains in the 
way of sound labor legislation won by the able and 
loyal leaders of unionism in the old parties would 
encourage unionists to keep on along the lines 
they have followed. The formation of a purely 
jabor party, either in municipal or national poli- 
tics, means the segregation of labor betterments 
as mere class interests instead of leaving them 
where they really belong, in the broad current of 
‘American democratic progress. A labor party will 
‘encourage class jealousy and arouse the definite 
hostility of other classes thus formally excluded. 
‘ It seems to. us not consistent with the American 
conception of citizenship, which considers the wage 
earner first and foremost as an American citizen, 
@ike the banker, business man, lawyer, or doctor, 
sharing in our common problems and having none 
that he dees not willingly confide to the judgment 
and action of his fellow countrymen. Under this 
conception American labor has advanced, and with 
accelerating motion is advancing, steadily and cer- 
tainly to wider influence and better conditions, so- 
cial and economic. | 
At this time pure unionism occupies under the 
leadership of men like Mr. Gompers a place in the 
public esteem which its service during the war 
has well earned, and its future was never brighter. 
The common sense and loyalty of its policy and 
the broad Americanism of its outlook dre recog- 
mized and it is expected to have a greater share 
fm the common task of furthering on sane lines 
the development of American democracy ahd the 
establishment under our beloved flag, in accordance 
with the political genius of America, a broader 
Justice and a securér progress. Why isolate it in 
a special party? |

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—Total 
subscriptions to the fourth Liberty loan 
vrere $6,989,047,000, the treasury depart- 
ment announced tonight after final tab- 
ulations had been completed. The over- 

subscription of $939,047,000 was 16.48 
per cent.
